WASHINGTON (UPI) • 
President Kennedy is ex­ 
pected to tell the nation 
and its allies tonight that 
the partial test ban treaty 
with Russia is a hearten­ 
ing first step toward slow­ 
ing the nuclear arms race 
but by no means the end 
of the cold war. 


The President scheduled a ra­ 
dio-television address at 7 p m, 
EDT to explain the details of the 
agreem ent 
initialed 
in 
Moscow 
Thursday by U.S., British and 
Russian representatives. The pact 
outlaws air, space and underwa­ 
ter blasts but permits continued 
underground testing. 


One aim of the President’s half 
hour talk undoubtedly is to rally 
public support for the agreement 
and bolster its chances in the 
Senate, where it requires approv­ 
al by a tw’o-thirds majority. 


High 
officials 
said,

that Kennedy’s principal purpose 
was to put the agreement in per­ 
spective.

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia 
(UPI) — A “catastrophic” 
earthquake today destroy­ 
ed more than half the city 
of Skoplje 200 miles south

destroyed. 


Tanjug reported that “all 300 
guests” in the 80-room hotel Mac­ 
edonia, one of the main buildings 
in Skoplje, were killed and the 
structure itself “completely shat­ 
tered." 


Other high buildings in the cap­ 
ital city of Yugoslav were report­ 
ed to have been topped by the 
force of the earthquake. Much of 
the city was rebuilt after World

and 
many of the buildings were mod 
em , concrete structures.
